The 
very cr l icisms that the fust .'pcakcr 
had, brought forward in b.s attack, 
were turnod to the author's defence by 
Owen, who felt that the trrcgularltics, 
such as false charactcrliuition, mclo- 
dramu, aontimcntalily, unbelievable 
plols, C":t., wcic hiB forte. '"I'hat la 
whal rendeis them immortal", he stal- 
ed.

They 
o"n thcii" BUci'css porhaj>s more than onythlnj to 
the co-operatton of Leonlde Masilne, maître de ballet 
and «rtlstlc collaborator, and Col. W. da Basil, 
founder and director. By their perfect dovetailing 
of Ideas and fields of organlsaUon them t^vo mon 
haV(v .iiirreedod In becoming:, together, an Ideal aitc 
cesser to Dlashlloff. They hava reincarnated his 
organization, his financial acimien, and his artistic 
discrimination into a ballet unit that he would have 
been proud of. And, needless to say, the majority of 
their presentations Is composed of dances which have 
made famous. 

Of the four procrammes presented, that ot Wed 
nesday evening was the most representative in that 
It covered the larKcsl s^vccp of the iilstory of tho 
ballet. The opening item was "Le Marriage D'Au- 
rore" by Marlus Pettpa. tho doyen and real founder 
ot the Russian classical school. Composed during 
the last half ot the nineteenth century, this ballot Is 
an esample ot the nature and quiillty of material that 
every gi-eat dancer up to the war hod to handle 
Pdipa's Influence Is utill with us, quite apart from 
a number ot his ballets. Both Foklne and Massine, 
(he greatest of contemporary choreographers, are 
both still obviously intluenced;by:.hls methods. Thoy 
adapt and build on his foundations, "te Marriage 
D'Aurore" is typical of tho p*rlod In that the story 
is IncidenUI to the dancing, and that In that dancing 
iteelf histrionics play a remarkably small part as 
compared with Its plac* In, say, "Ls Tricorne", by 
.Massine. Fctipa's ballet offers Itself as an «scellent 
medium for the versatility of a large company, and 
because of this fact It was outsUndlngly produced by 
Col. de Basil. As usual tho scenery of l«on Bakst 
harmonised in an uncanny foahlen with the emotional 
background of Tchaikovsky's music. 

By far the most satisfying number on the pro- 
gramme was "Le Tricorne". Taken from the Spanish 
folk-tale of Alareen and set to Maaslne's Choreo- 
graph.v with the Falla's music and Fable Picasso's 
scenery it made for a very thrilling half hour. 
Massine once again proved his superiority in the 
leading role, from his fascinating stylizatien of « 
Spanish dance at the beginning to his mora deliber- 
ate miming toward tho end. An economy of motion 
gave to his natural fluidity and suppleness a height- 
ened vitality. Each action and pose seemed to flow 
from its predecessor at the zenith. Tho motivation 
was complete. Every, new symbol appearad, not on* 
ot a possible many, but the natural, insvltable and 
only result of the preceedlng symbol. He was magnU 
ficenUy supported In all this by Tamara Toumanova, 
who Is herself rapidly l>ecoming on« of tho world's 
leading ballerinas. She manages )>ett»r than Massine 
to strike an oven balancs between her personality 
and her tschnique. The latUr.dots not saem to' dona- 
inate her portrayal to tho same degree, and enables 
her to lend a very human touch to the whols. Her 
use of changes In tempo, contrasting the speed of her 
arm and body motions with those of her feet, made 
her performance astraordlnarlly etfecUve from the 
point of view of acting quits apart from the dance. 
The, empathy between audience and dancers was un- 
usually strong, the action being so vivid at times 
that one felt, in sympathy, every motion mads on 
the stage. 

Following this came the brief but expert present- 
ation of "L'Apres Midi D'i;n Faune". Originally 
produced by NlJInsky In 1012 and written by himself 
for himself, it must necessarily lose a great deal of 
Its early uppeal. To-day It seems to be little more 
than en opportunity for the exhibition ot a deliber- 
ately soulless technique. It is beautiful and It Is 
showy, but Its thrill, if it produce any, will come 
only to ^o,tra|ned aesthete. As a Ubieaii, however, 
It is Incomparable. David i^lchlne, as the faun, 
showed « finely controlled and well modulated 
sequence of movoments. The only criticism that can 
be afforded, Is that he was too controlled. At the 
climax, when, for one brief moment h« looks Into the 
face ot the Nymph when he has at last caught, there 
la no revelation of his feelings to the audience that 
justifies the pathos of lila final movements. 

The final production was that ot Prince Igor. 
Composed by Michel Foklne, who, as a choreographer 
outranks Massine and as a maître de ballot rivals him 
closely It bitterly, this dance furnishes an Interesting 
comparison with the preceedlng ones. As it is, 
however, a great deal of Fokine's idiosyncrasies of 
rendition huve l>een eliminated. The dance out.Rus- 
ilans the RUasinns In its presentation of a tremendous 
fesUval scene in the comp of a tartar chieftain. 
Borodine's music whips the action to an Incredibly 
high pitch, and the entire company Is necessary to 
give the picture body. This dance Is, In the fullest 
sense, a symphony of motion, and forma a fitting 
and spectacular finale to the whole evening. 

Of all the arts save music the ballet can be made 
to have the widest appeal, lis language Is under- 
stood regardless of differences of tongue, customs 
or artliitic tastes. It Is for this reason, apart from 
the manner in which this appesi 'Is evidenced, lliat 
one wishes that the yearly tlir(« night stands of the 
Ballets Russes In Montreal could be lengthened into 
a week or two, this Is (he one major art that Mont- 
real Audiences back to ths hilt on each appearance.

gTUDISNl'S and the world. .Inst what connection 
Is there between themV What Is Ute reaction to 
the world at large of the thoughts and actions ot the 
world ot students? Kvent.'» of major and minor Im- 
portance are constantly occurring around them, — 
events which have tho profounde.it Influonco on their 
lives, on tho lives ot those with whom tliey are dally 
In contact, on the lives ot all future generations. 
What opinions do they hold concerning thoss'ayeat»7 
Concerning the catises underlying thomT ' wSKS*So 
they consider beneficial to htimanlly, and which 
harmful? And what do they think of tho remedies 
that aio sugKested against the harmful ones. These 
are questions which are constantly occurring ta those 
people who Interest themselves In tho students at 
the world. 

But do students llilnk at all? This last question 
has been hoard often In the past, and Is being heard 
all the timo in the present. It implies that students 
do not think in terms of tlie world surrounding them. 
And there seems to >e an opinion at larga that the 
answer Is in the affirmative. That studonU have no 
thoughts beyond tho narrow walls of thoir university, 
perhaps aven none beyond the limits, narrower still, 
of their own studies. 

This opinion is a false one. For over two years 
now I have been reading, with close attenUon, the 
newspapers and magatlnes coming in from various 
universities of the world, and my opinion ot the way 
In which student|i think, and ot what they are think- 
ing, as cspresaed in these publicaUons, has been 
gstting steadily higher. The old Joe College type so 
common during ths twoBtles, has disappeared com- 
pletely. Tho student «f today is a scrlous-mlnded 
Individual, whoso mind Is active both about his own 
studies and about the world outside them. Bis 
thoughts on life within and without his university 
are by no means shallow, but deep and Interesting. 

In order to give an idea of what those thoughts 
are, and perhaps to dispel a lltUe of the opinion, I 
have referred to. It is my intention to write a series 
of columns giving a brief survey ot what students 
of the world are thinking, taking each week a dif- 
ferent subject in which they are interested. I shall 
start off with topics dealing with tho outside world, 
sucli as war and peace, disarmament, communism, 
fascism, the Spanish situation, European affairs; 
later, if time permits, I shall give indications of the 
trend of thoughts on Intraunlversity affairs — 
student politics, university athletics, compulsory lec- 
ture attendance, academic freedom, — problems 
common to all unverslties,

gin* first to give a general review of whut student 
opinion Is like. To anyone reading stwicnt pub- 
licaUons, a cuHous phenomenon manifests itself. 
There Is a marked discrepancy between the Ideas ex- 
pressed i^in'^ the editorial and feature columns, and 
those expressed in the news columns. Tho reports 
of meetings, study groups, discussion groups, debates, 
as well as the letters in the correspondence columns, 
reveal that student opinion as a whole is moro con- 
servative than tho opinions of tho editorial and 
feature" writers. The Iwgey, raised by AVUliam Ban- 
doph Hearst, and supported by certain magazine 
wrjters, of bolshevism in the universities, is ground- 
less and silly. Although tho editorials are In nearly 
all cases, liberal-progressive; and In u few eases 
strongly radicol. In outlook, yet the news-reports, 
and the letters to the editor, reveal that the ideology 
ot the students as a whole is far from revolutionary 
In character. 

I will admit lliat MUilenl tliouglil la somewhat 
to the left of llie great mass ot public opinion sur- 
roundlnb' tlicm, iind that student newspaper-thought 
IS even further to the left. Uut this la only because 
th» people as a whole are rather conservaUve, and 
^be^use the student luia a grc<iter opportunity of 
stuâyïng world problems with an open and unbiased 
mind, und of oxpresaing himself on those problems. 

He Is still young and Idealistic. His chief con- 
cern Is In Ihe preservation ot those two factors Im. 
portant to a people's. contentment: I'euco, and the 
right of every Individual to his personal freedom. 
That Is why all students seem to b» definitely and 
strongly against war. That Is why, with one ex- 
ception, they take their stand for democracy, and 
against fascism, as demonstrated in the reaction to 
Ihe Spanish civil wor. That Is why tlmy firmly up. 
hold freedom of aiiccch, freedom of Iho press, free- 
dom of assemhly, and <leplar'e such things us the Kod- 
baltliig curried on liy Hearst, und by certain univer- 
sities among their students, and the attempt at sup- 
pression of academic freedom at various colleges. 
Last year most of the American university papers 
carried on a violent anti-Hearst campaign, while this 
year tho Wisconsin Dully Cardinal pulillshed recently 
a neat little satlra on academic freedom, which ap- 
peared In the Daily last week. 

In addition to the above ideas, there are also cer- 
tain advanced opinions expressed by students, con 
cerning affairs i\ltliln their universities. Thesu Ideus 
are quite widespread and at a later date 1 shall at- 
tempt lo outline them more tully. Next week I shall 
lake up the question ot war and peace, arniaments, 
disarmament, end allied topics as discussed by the 
kludenls. It Is inltresting to see what they have to 
say,
